Israel Makes a Point 

With reference to your editorial 
of April 10 on the Eichmann trial, 

_ permit me to correct you on one 
important point. 

Israel’s Minister of Justice, Pin- 
has Rosen, has at no time ex- 
pressed doubts concerning any 
aspect of Eichmann’s apprehension 
and trial. On the contrary, it is his 
department, the Ministry of Justice, 
which has prepared the case against 
Eichmann, and it is the senior per- 
manent official of Mr. Rosen’s de- 
partment, the Attorney General, 
who is chief prosecutor at the trial. 

The error was probably caused by 
@ misunderstanding of the fact that 
the government of Israel. resigned 
some months ago on a purely in- 
ternal issue. New elections are to 
be held in August of this year. In 
the interval, the former government 
remains in office carrying out its 
responsibilities, and with it of 


course Prime Minister Ben-Gurion - 


and Mr. Rosen. 

Mr. Rosen is not a judge, nor has 
he contended any view of the Prime 
Minister on the Eichmann trial or 
expressed such views of his own 
which you present as his in your 
editorial. The only judges in the 
trial are the three sitting on the 
bench, and Israel lawcourts are 
fiercely independent of any outside 
influences or considerations. 

I trust that the opening days of 
the trial have by now demonstrated 
the “utmost circumspection” of the 
proceedings for which you have 
hoped.

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Incentive for Growth 


The purpose of President Kennedy's tax 
credit plan calls for prompt and sympathetic 


. consideration on Capitol Hill. This is not an 


ordinary, across-the-board tax reduction such 
as might be made in case of a decline in the 
Government’s revenue requirements. It is, 
rather, a selective adjustment of business 
taxes calculated to stimulate capital invest- 
ment. This, in turn, would stimulate employ- 
ment and a general betterment of the 
economy. 


During his campaign, Mr. Kennedy sug- 
gested that this purpose might be achieved 
by a more rapid depreciation of plant and 
equipment. His perfected proposal is the re- 
sult of advice from the Treasury and the 
Council of Economic Advisers. It embraces a 
formula based on investments made since 
Jan. 1. Thus quicker depreciation is definitely 
tied to new plant and equipment as a specific 
encouragement of industrial expansion. 


Undoubtedly there are those who prefer 
Mr. Kennedy’s original approach. His actual 
proposal seems more sophisticated. It may 
be a more direct growth incentive. But Con- 
gress is not foreclosed from consideration of 
alternatives. What is needed is the measure 
which promises most effectively to achieve 
the President’s purpose. 

Since the Government hardly can afford a 
cut in income in these difficult times, Mr. 
Kennedy has coupled his proposal with the 
closing of a number of tax loop-holes to off- 
set its estimated cost of $1,700,000,000. It is 
hard to justify any loop-holes. So this sugges- 
tion has the independent merit of making the 
tax laws more equitable. In this area, reforms 
beyond those proposed are over-due. 

Over the years, the essential: fairness of 
federal taxation has been considerably eroded 
by special privileges. The average taxpayer, 
corporate or individual, should be eager for 
a just allocation of governmental costs. After 
all, each instance of special treatment means 
that those without preferred status must carry 
more than their share of the load. The more 
loop-holes are closed, the broader the tax 
base, the more likely it will become that 
Government needs, high as they are, might 
be met by scaled-down tax rates. 

Properly, the President’s present concern 
is economic growth. This could overcome the 
paradox of unemployment in the midst of 
prosperity. It also is necessary to maintain 
the international economic position of the 
United States. So while it may be subject to 
refinement, the Kennedy incentive plan— 
and that is what it is, rather than just a tax 
cut—is an approach to national reinvigora- 
tion. This should be clear to Congress. 


Human Beings Come First 


The welfare of human beings is the para- 
mount concern of government. So in compli- 
menting the Aldermen on what they have 
accomplished and outlining the city’s imme- 
diate needs, Mayor Tucker took time to stress 
human relations. He called for a strengthen- 
ing of the city’s fair employment practices 
ordinance and once again urged adoption of 
a public accommodations bill, saying: 


Unequal treatment of minority groups is a 
moral offense. Discrimination because of race, 
color, or creed in public or private employ- 
ment is a burden upon our community... 

The city cannot prosper if large segments 
of its population are denied the opportunity 
to secure economic stability and balance. . 

We carinot remove overnight the difficul- 
ties created by earlier decades of educational 
inequalities for minority groups and by pre- 
vious patterns of social action. We must, 
however, fix a firm program toward the elim- 
ination of these difficulties and vigorously 
pursue it. 


Words hardly could be more clear. Specific 
legislation is urgently recommended. An evil 
inheritance is recognized as prohibiting false 
optimism, but it is rejected as an excuse for 
inaction. The wrong must be made right— 
and without vacillation. Surely the Mayor 
spoke in the libertarian spirit of St. Louis. 


Space Travelers and Law 


If Major Yuri Gagarin had had to land his 
space capsule in some country other than 
Soviet Russia, serious complications might 
have ensued. He might have been charged 
with illegal entry, violation of sovereignty or 
even spying. Could the capsule legally have 
been confiscated along with its valuable in- 
struments and recordings? If the capsule had 
caused damage or personal injuries who 
would have been liable? 

There can be no answers to such questions 
because there is no international law dealing 
with outer space. There is no agreement 
among nations on what happens when a 
vehicle headed into space drops into atmos- 
phere which a country might regard as of 
sufficiently low altitude to be under its regu- 
lation. International meetings of: rocket ex- 
perts, scientists, lawyers and others, including 
the United Nations, have discussed the need 
for a world compact on outer space but there 
have been no developments. Why should it be 
any more difficult to apply international law 
to outer space than it was for men to apply 
it decades ago to the high seas? 

Other Soviet space men are going to go 
into orbit and, eventually, Americans will 
enter this new field of travel. It is imperative 
that-at least a framework of a space code be 
enacted. 


Piggybacks in Congress 


The railroads’ success in luring new auto 
shipments away from the trucking industry is 
producing not only occasional sabotage, Team- 
ster protests and demonstration walks by un- 
employed truck drivers, but activity in Con- 
gress. Senator Bartlett of Alaska and four 
colleagues have introduced legislation. to 
amend the Transportation Act as a result. 

We think the Senate ought to be very sure 
of its ground before intervening in the dis- 
pute. Senator Bartlett argues that the rail- 
roads, in order win back new auto shipments 
which for years have been moving almost ex- 
clusively on the highways, sets rates for cars 


lower than the rates on coal or on component - 


parts of cars. But this does not prove that the 
auto rates, which the Interstate Commerce 
Commission approved, are unfair, unreason- 
able or discriminatory. 


The railroads are using new, specially de- 
signed, three-decker freight fars, and it would 


be surprising if these piggy-back operations . 


did not permit great economy in shipping 
costs. It is said that a 60-ear train can trans- 
port 600 autos with one engine and-a crew 
of five men, whereas 120 drivers and tractor 
units are required to transport the same autos 


over the highway. This represents a saving 
in cost which it is in everybody’s interest to 
realize. 

The Transportation Act forbids setting 
rates at an artificially high level for the sole 
purpose of. protecting a competing form of 
transportation, and Senator Bartlett says he 
would not alter this principle. But Congress 
ought to go slowly before “clarifying” it in 
such a way that it might in effect be nullified. 
Trucks have taken a lot of business away 
from the railroads in the past by cutting costs. 
If the railroads are now able to cut costs 
in some areas they are entitled to take some 
business away from the trucks, and the coun- 
try as a whole will benefit from the process. 


To Make Planning Effective 

The current hearings on St. Louis county’s 
proposed land use plan are timely reminders 
of the county government’s basic inability to 
be genuinely effective in this field. 

Even if the plan is adopted, as we believe 
it deserves to be, the county would be unable 
to require compliance in any of the 98 munic- 
ipalities. These occupy about 25 per cent of 
its total territory, shelter some 75 per cent, 
of its people and represent a planning loop- 
hole of fairly generous proportions. Recom- 
mended redevelopment of business districts 
in University City and Maplewood, say, is a 
matter for the governing bodies of those com- 
munities; they can follow the county plan or 
ignore it at their pleasure. Their pleasure— 
their self-interest — may not coincide with 
either the outlines of the plan or the greater 
good of the county as a whole. 

Judging by the sentiments expressed at the 
hearing in the county’s westernmost area, 
residents of Times Beach have no intention of 
giving up their opportunity to make a quick 
profit by commercial exploitation of land in 
the Meramec river flood plain that the county 
plan proposes be reserved for open space. If 
the land lies within Times Beach the county 
has no power over it or how it is- used or 
misused. 

Nor is the county wholly in control of 
its remaining unincorporated territory, for 
it has no power to prevent the incorporation 
of new towns by speculators determined to 
evade county plans and zoning. But Council- 
man Abramson to the contrary; it is far better 
to have a plan even if it might be somewhat 
ineffective than no plan at all. A _ plan- 
conscious Council can do much to see that 
the county’s remaining open spaces are prop- 
erly used. Mr. Abramson and his colleagues 
have been pock-marking the county with in- 
compatible land uses. | 

The proper remedy in our judgment is 
adoption of the Aschemeyer constitutional 
amendment. This would give the people by 
Ciarter amendment the right to authorize 
their county government to administer any 
municipal service such as planning anywhere 
in the county. It also would give the County 
Council the right to clamp the lid on un- 
necessary new incorporations. 

Unfortunately, this proposal is lying dor- 
mant in the Missouri Legislature. The Coun- 
cilmen have ignored it in favor of a much 
more limited proposal of their own, drafted 
obviously in the hope of attracting support 
from the county mayors, But the mayors 
generally see the world from the limited 
perspective of their own bailiwicks; their 
answer has been to cut the county’s authority, 
not expand it. 

Strong leadership of the county’s legisla- 
tive delegation by Supervisor McNary might 
possibly salvage the Aschemeyer proposal. 
Without that authority, county planning will 
be only a fraction as effective as it could be 
or should be. 


Where to Start 


Dr. Elmer Ellis, president of the University 
of Missouri, and educators from many parts 
of the state appeared at a legislative. hearing 
Wednesday to help the junior college bill dis- 
cussed in today’s Mirror of Public Opinion. 
This display of educators’ unity undoubtedly 
aided the Senate Education Committee in 
recommending the bill for passage. 

As we have said before, Missouri needs 
more junior colleges, and it needs state aid 
for those it now has and must build. This 
is the least expensive way to provide some 
more adequate higher educational facilities. 
It is not the only way, of course; St. Louis 
may still hope for an eventual State Univer- 
sity branch. But the junior college bill rep- 
resents a start, and that is what Missouri 
needs in 1961. : 


For the Face of the Nation 


Now that most Americans live in cities or 
suburbs, it is only fair that they should have 
the assurance of federal solicitude embraced 
in a Department of Urban Affairs and 
Housing. Following President Kennedy’s sug- 
gestion, a bill for this purpose has been intro- 
duced by Senator Clark, a former Mayor of 
Philadelphia. 

Urban problems are numerous. Mayor 
Tucker, for one, is well aware of urban de- 
pendence on a fair deal in state capitals and 
especially in Washington. This awareness has 
made him a leading advocate of the new post. 
The cities are the great tax-payers. Yet with 
circumscribed powers, they must look to those 
whose revenues they so largely raise. 


This urban demand for recognition is not 
selfish. The cities shape the nation. They set 
its economic, social, and cultural tone. The 
face America shows to the world is largely an 
urban face. And it needs barbering. Urban 
areas are troubled not merely by physical 
blight, but also by crime, race conflicts, un- 
employment and the other maladjustments 
of rapid yet inevitable growth. | 

So the new department should be concerned 
with more than housing, even though this is a 
key factor in urban problems. The new depart- 
ment must regard metropolitan areas as totali- 
ties, and it must help them to see themselves 
as such. It must—as President. Kennedy has 
suggested—be interested in area-wide prob- 
lems. It must seek unifying solutions instead 
of adding functional Balkanization to the ex- 
isting geographical and political Balkanization. 

Governors of several rural states were 
quick to deplore urban representation in the 
Cabinet. And Senator McClellan of Arkansas 
—to whose committee the bill probably will 
go—also is cool toward it. These gentlemen, 
ever ready to make a Fourth of July speech 
in favor of democracy and representative gov- 
ernment, just want to save the cities from 
“the weakening effect of central government.” 
It’s considerate of them, but Congress would 
do well to listen to the cities on what the 
cities want. |

The B'nai B’rith is the oldest and 

largest of the Jewish service organiza- 

tions in America. Its work in philan- 
thropy, education and general com- 
munity service is nationally and indeed 
internationally acclaimed. With vol- 
ume two of its Great Books Series, 
the B’nai B’rith has made a much 
needed contribution to the field of 

Jewish adult education. 

The first volume, released some 
months ago, dealt with great Jewish 
personalities in ancient and medieval 
times. The current volume is con- 
cerned with modern times, embracing 
biographical essays by a galaxy of 
scholars and experts on Moses Men- 
delssohn, Moses Montefiore, Samson 
Raphael Hirsch, Isaac Mayer Wise, 
Solomon Schechter, Hayyim Nahman 
Bialik, Sholom Aleichem, ‘Theodor 
Herzl, Louis D. Brandeis, Henrietta 
Szold, and Chaim Weizmann. A highly 
readable historical continuity is pro- 
vided by the editor, Dr. Simon Noveck. 

While designed for adult study, the 
book is in no way condescending, but 
highly literate, and will prove exciting 
reading for Jews and non-Jews who 
seek knowledge about the tradition, 
ideas and personalities of Judaism and 
their relevance to contemporary times.

Despite this undiplomat- 
ic maneuvering on the part of the 
Russians, the Army still insists on re- 
turning the officer, and Burton is 
forced to decide between his career 
and his peace of mind.

Early Records of Eclipses 


By Ramon Coffman 


FOR MANY hundreds of years, 
astronomers have been able to 
tell about eclipses before they 
took place. A poet of ancient 
Greece wrote words with this 


| meaning: 


“Zeus, the chief of the gods, 
made noon turn into night. He 
hid the light of the shining 
sun, and strong fear came over 
men.”’ 

It is believed that the poet 
was speaking about a total 
eclipse of the sun that took place 
2424 years ago, on an April day. 

Babylonia seems to have been 


the first country to work out 
‘the 18-year eclipse cycle known 
as the saros (SAY-ros), Thanks

lasts 18 years, 11 and one third 
days, astronomers learned to 
predict eclipses before tele. 
scopes and most other sky in- 
struments were devised. 

Ten total eclipses of the sun 
take place in each saros, also 
partial solar eclipses, In addi- 
tion, a saros period has eclipses 
of the moon. 

An Austrian astronomer named 
Oppolzer prepared a book in the 
last century showing eclipses 
due for centuries to come. These 
show the path of each coming 
eclipse in a rough way. 

Some astronomers mark the 
path of coming eclipses with 
more detail. When I wrote my 
eclipse articles in 1954 and last ° 
February, I used charts of com- 
ing eclipses prepared by Prof, 
C. H. Smiley of Brown Univer- 
sity. In 1932, Professor Smiley 
worked out paths for all solar 
eclipses visible in the United 
States and parts of Canada, be» 
tween then and the year 2000. 

Professor Smiley praises the 
fine work of the Austrian as- 
tronomer, but said that ‘modern 
elements"’ should be used with 
Oppolzer's formulas to “de 
termine paths that will be suffi- 
ciently accurate.”
